Gorkin, secretary, the de- 
cree was broadcast by 
Moscow Radio last night. 

Conferring of this 
honour on Premier Stalin 
crowns what must cer- 
tainly be one of the mest 
remarkable achievements 
in military history, and 
emphasises the genius of 
the man who has led the 
Red Army with such 
brilliance. 

It also brings to an end 
the anomaly in which one 
of the greatest offences 
of this war—from Stalin- 
grad to Rzhev — was 
planned. under the per- 
sonal direction of a 
civilian with no military 
rank whatever.

This brilliant new success, 
announced in a special Mos- 
cow communiqué last night, 
brings the advancing Rus- 
sians to a point less than 40 
miles north-west of the third 
German stronghold of 
Vyazma, and indicates that 
the main Hun front is 
cracking. 

The communiqué added that 
captured booty was being 
counted. 


With the capture of Gzhatsk the 
Russians have now pinched off two

The Rzhev - Gzhatsk - Vyazma 
line of positions was an incredibly 
strongly fortified area immediately 
before Moscow, and was designed 
in the first place more as a jump- 
ing-off place for an offensive after 
the first German retreat in the 
Russo-German war than as a 
defensive stronghold.

The first move in any major 
Russian offensive on the Central 
Front, the one front that counts, 
was to break this defensive system 
and demolish it piece by piece. 

The first move against the Cen 
tral Front. was the capture of 
Veliki Luki several weeks ago 
This not only relieved pressure 
against Moscow but dangerously 
outflanked the Rzhev-Vyazma- 
Smolensk triangle.

UNS of the British Eighth Army, now in position 
along the Mareth front, have given Rommel’s 
Africa Corps the biggest pounding since the 
historic opening barrage of the battle at El Alamein. 
German mountain batteries felt the full force of the 
bombardment, which lasted for 90 minutes, and a good 
percentage of those in advanced positions were knocked 
out. Heavy gun crews, stripped to the waist, in pits dug deep 
into the mountain sides, started the bombardment in 
brilliant sunshine on Wednes- 
day morning. 
| The roar and echo of the guns 
could be heard for many miles from 
the front, and was a cheering sound 
to endless convoys moving forward 
amid clouds of dust. 

The Eighth Army did not 
reveal the power of its artillery 
till the advanced positions had 
been fully consolidated.

He admitted that the Germans 
are “probably” still building 
submarines faster than we can 
destroy them and he warned us 
that, when we do undertake an 
invasion of the Continent, we 
shall have to accept a still fur- 
ther restriction of imports.
